•would subscribe to a fund to ship him to the North Pole. He pre- 
tends to be a lawyer, but he has no practice and seeks notoriety by 
interrupting the proceedings of public bodies. For two or three 
'years past he has been reviling everybody and everything con- 
nected with the city governmert of Oakland and the county govern- 
ment of Alameda, using an obscure weekly in San Francisco to give 
publicity to his diatribes This pestilent blackguard finally had the au- 
dacity to invade the council chamber and discharge himself of a 
hoodlum tirade. Why he was not promptly ejected passes compre- 
hension. Why a vociferous loafer of Troy's type should be toler- 
ated is a mystery. He simply came in from another town to make 
an uproar and advertise himself as an agitator and obstructionist. 
Troy is regarded as a public nuisance in San Francisco. He is an 
^interloper in Oakland—a meddlesome, venomous vagrant without 
standing in the community or warrant to interfere in the public 
concerns of this city. The Cotrncil should never again permit him 
to thrust his malodorous presence upon their official deliberations 
He combines the manners of an ape with the vocabulary of a 
costermonger, and is a sort of human polecat who is formidable 
only because his touch is defilement and his presence an affliction 


The Chico Normal School has at last been relieved of the incu- 


•bus of Dr. Van Liew. Clinging to his position -with defiant desper- 
ation despite the knowledge that he was strangling the institution 
as an educational and moral, influence, Van Liew has finally been

The questionable vindication given

your special interest as one of the Board 
of Freeholders to draw ui> a charter for 
the future guidance of the -people in the 
government of'Greater Oakland, in tho 
matter of the playground commission In 
tlie new charter. 
"This Jeague Includes 100 woman organ- 
izations, voicinj the sentiments of at least 
6000 members.

With a frankness of demaanor, Ennl3 
cknowledged this morning that he was 


not in the game merely for the pleasure 
it gave him, and because l.o thought It 
prolonged his life.

1879," said the hiker today, "and I hare 
always gotten big purses. My last walk, 
however, was made at my own expense, 
but I expect to be reimbursed by my 
ability to talk on the cross-cnotinent foot 
Journey in the near future." 


Ennls averaged 47 miles a day on the 


journey, walking at nlgnt when tho trip 
had been rough during the day, and his 
record had fallen. That the human bodr 
thrives on long daily exercise is one of 
the health maxims of the professional 
walker, and since his arrival in Alameda 
at the home of his niece, Mrs. L* Binder 
Stephan, he has been seen on the streets, 
and has attracted the attention of the 
other residents of the city. 


The appearance of tho walker, how- 


ever, Is not unusual, and he makes no 
attempt to brand himself as a pedes-
